A Sterling dispatch of Friday’s date 
say» : 
Promoters of the scheme to 
buiui an e le c t n c railroad from Sterling 
to Dixon, Oregon, Byron and Rockford 
have gone to work again with renewed 
vigor and with considerable promise of 
success. 
T h e promoters are Diller and 
MacMillan, Mr. Diller being the 
p io - 
prletor of the Sterling Standard and 
postmaster of the city. 
Mr. Diller said 
today that the railroad would be built. 
“ At this m oment,” said he, “ it is up to 
the steel: if we knew exactly when we 
will be able to get that, we could tell 
when we would have trains running. 
T he manufacturers seem unable to give 
us any assurance as to this ail-import­ 
ant m atter.” 
It is rumored in Dixon and in Ster­ 
ling that Charles T. Yerkes is backed 
the scheme to put the line through. 
The city council of Sterling has granted 
a franchis 
3 to lay a track within th< 
city and the promoters have put up a 
cash forfeit of $2,500 to have the line 
completed within a year. 
A 
similar 
franchise has been applied for from the 
city of Dixon to guarantee operation of 
the line. 
T he proposed rc ite is from Sterling 
and Rock Falls to Prairieville, thence 
along Rock river to Dixon, where the 
river is crossed. 
The line then follows 
the south shore of the river to Grand 
Detour, where it again crosses the Rock 
and runs along th e north shore through 
Oregon, Byron aod Rockford. — Rock­ 
ford Reg. Gaz.
